They do not have large 
shortcomings* But, they have large shortcomings in clothing wear and other necessary 
goods* This is accepted by the responsible person* and by the those who can speak 
freely. This^learly^een the black marke tearing which is going on.The &ack 

marke tearing is flouris hing among the port urchins almost freely, especially in 
clothing, watches, fountain pens, drinks, and in general merchandise of consumption. 

Government personnel such as Customs men, agents, and other employees do not hesitate

in being interested in these wares* 

Consumption goods prices are extremely high compared to those of other nations 
with the official prijee of the ruble. For instance, a pair of nylon hose can sell 
for 25-30 rubies, (6-8 dollars).

In the past, they 
were afraid to talk to bin and did not even accept a cigarette* They have even 
picked up the courage to ask for various things by themselves such as liquors, 
olgarettes, hose, watclies etc by offering their worthless money. They are effusive 
and they spread their i miles and they conduct themselves politely and delicately, 
in general, and they give the impression that they are friendly and cultured per- 
sons. But, it is enough to refuse their demands in order to understand their true 
character. They immediately show their dictatorial attitude which they use as a 25X1 


threat » But, it subsides in its turn in the necessity of keeping their agreements. 

A foreigner generally feels blocked when in Soviet ports even though has 

the right to cable abroad and to correspond. Letter censorship does not exist. 

t\ Tk**i3evl«im many and tiring lnspec tions^upon ^th^^ihip * s arrival »nd departure 
V ”*k*^a re not kept any more. The inspections are simple and formal and they last only a 
short time. The foreigners are free to go ashore by mamas of a written permission. 


But, there is constantly a guard in fronl^f the ship and^for a person from a foreign 
ship to go on an<jfc>ff it is almost impossible. There is a lack of workers in the 


port and work is crippled due to this. The laborers work is mediocre in comparison 
to the means which they use and, tfcir spirit is low. On the contrary, those who are 
responsible work with znal and they are attached to their duties.
